REMARKS 

Claims 1-22 are pending in the present application, and are rejected. 
Double Patenting 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-25 of U.S. Patent No. 6,881,311 in view of 
Kadokura et al. (U.S. Pat. 4,784,739) and Madocks (US PG Pub 2004/0149574). 

The Examiner concludes that it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at time the invention was made to have modified U.S. Pat. No. 6,881,311 by providing an 
auxiliary electrode to absorb electrons as taught by Kadokura et al. and Madocks because it 
allows for capturing electrons. 

Applicants note that the cited reference and the present application are subject to 
assignment to the same entity. Applicants file herewith a Terminal Disclaimer, signed by 
Applicants' attorney, which disclaims the portion of any patent resulting from the present 
application that might extend beyond the full term of the cited reference. Applicants submit that 
this action addresses and renders moot the rejection.
